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ORDINANCE NO. 84-2 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING SECTION 508 
OF ORDINANCE NO. 81-13, THE PALM BEACH COUNTY 
ADDENDUM TO THE STANDARD BUILDING CODE; ADDING 
MINIMUM DOOR WIDTH REQUIREMENTS FOR DWELLING UNITS, 
HOTELS AND MOTELS; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN 
CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR 
INCLUSION IN THE CODE; PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE 
DATE. 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm 
Beach County, Florida, finds it to be in the public interest to 
have accessibility to all dwelling units and hotels and motels 
within the unincorporated area by all residents and visitors, 
including the handicapped; and 

WHEREAS, the State Statutes concerning accessibility by 
handicapped persons. Section 553, Part V, exempt one and two 
family dwellings from its provisions, and require only twenty 
five percent (25%) of other types of units be accessible to the 
handicapped, 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, THAT ORDINANCE NO. 
81-13, known as the 1981 addendum to the Standard Building Code 
Ordinance, is amended as follows: 

SECTION 1 

Section 508 of Ordinance 81-13, is amended by adding 
the following: 

All interior doors in all dwelling units, hotel rooms 
and motel rooms on first floor only or floors serviced by 
elevators, shall have a minimum of twenty-nine inches (29") clear 
opening, with the exception of storage rooms and closets. 

SECTION 2 - REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT : 

All local laws and Ordinances applying to Palm Beach 
County in conflict with any provisions of this Ordinance are 
hereby repealed. 

SECTION 3 - SEVERABILITY : 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase or 
word of this Ordinance is for any reason held or declared to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holdings shall not 
affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 
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SECTION 4 - INCLUSION IN CODE : 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be 
made a part of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach 
County, Florida. The sections of this Ordinance may be 
renumbered or relettered to accomplish such and the word 
"Ordinance" may be changed to "Section", "Article" or other 
appropriate word. 

SECTION 5 - SECTION 42-69 - EFFECTIVE DATE : 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective 
on January 1, 1985.
